however taxes are levied 
they are al- 


ways paid by the tenants.

directly to the 
men 
who pay 


the rents, rents would of course 
fall 


correspondingly, 
and 
tenants 
would 


feel a new interest in the question

It looks like a pity to spoil a big 


government 
job, which would have 


made many a poor man rich, and for 
aught we know, have made all .South- 
ern California blossom as the rose. 
A 


great maDy people have 
been 
dream- 


ing of summer 
breezes 
to be wafted 


from the fresh water lake across 
the 


mountains, and the genial spring and 
summer 
showers that were to fertilize 


our valley as soon as that little canal 
was dug. 
But Californeno has dipped 


bis spade in just at the wrong time, 
and says we can't have 
any canal. 


Mexico will not permit it, and the 
Navigation Company object to having 
tbe Colorado river disturbed.

do? 
There is about two-thirds of the

The Hollanders

our dry climate into a moist one?give 
us Summer showers, etc.

what we don't want. 
Our climate as 


it is, is 
the richest 
inheritance 
we 


have,

if it were 
changed 
to a 


moist, 
rainy climate, with our rich, 


pwuluctiv'soil, 
vegetation 
would be 


as luxuriant here as it Is on the banks 
of the Mississippi, and miasmatic 
and 


all other fevers would prevail here 
as 


they do on the Mississippi river.

are 
satisfied 
with 
the climate 
and 


country as God 
made it, and 
ifyou 


please, let italone. 


The Pacific Mail Company. 


The Pacific Mail Steamship 
Compa- 


ny is pressing 
its suits 
against 
ex- 


Postmaster 
W. S. King, now a mem- 


ber of Congress; 
also against John G. 


Schumaker, 
of Brooklyn and member 


of Congress, for money alleged to have 
been paid to King and Schumaker for 
their services in assisting 
the passage 


of the Pacific Mail subsidy 
measure 


through Congress. 
It seems 
that the 


Pacific Mail Company made It. B. Ir- 
win their agent, and put in his hands 
$750,000 to U3e in engineering the sub- 
sidy bill through Congress. 
Irwin was 


a success. 
He procured
